New Foreign Investment 
Law Favors Private Sector 


Under Egypt’s new investment law, which came into 
effect in November, foreign firms are being encour- 
aged to set up new joint ventures in private-sector 
industries — and foreign investors are taking note. 


Measures affecting government ap- 
proval of projects, capital require- 
ments, the repatriation of profits, 
price controls, taxes and access 10 
foreign currency have ail been liber- 
alized, and already U.S., European 
and Japanese investors are lining up 
to take part. 

The new law, No. 230/89, issued 
in July 1989, eaicns the open-door 
policy launched by the late Presi-

dent Anwar Sadat in 1974. Under 
the revised terms, foreign investors 
now need deal with only one agen- 

cy, the General Authority for In- 
vestment (GAFI), to obtain approv- 


als for proposed projects. In the 
past, many potential investors sine 
been deterred by bureaucratic tan- 
gles, including the time-consuming 
pursuit of a host of permits and 
authorizations. 

The new legislation also includes 
tax holidays of up to 20 years for 


specified projects and removes price 
controls and ceilings on profit mar- 
gins for all but the most basic com- 
modities. Profits and investment

Patent and trademark rights, as 
well as imported machinery and 
equipment, are considered accept- 
able as foreign capital in the case of 
non-resident investors. The need for 
an Egyptian parmer has also been 
eliminated in most cases, and extra 
guarantees have been provided 
against expropriation or confisca- 
tion of assets.

Each time the businesswoman goes 
into the Jocker room to change for 
her aerobics class, she finds all six 
showers going full blast, even if no 
one is taking a shower. The busi- 
nesswoman pointedly turns off all 
the taps.

“I keep telling the attendant to 
tum off the taps, that she’s wasting 
water, but she just says that Allah 
brings everything. It’s been that way

Egyptian water experts say the 
lack of widespread public interest in 
conservation is one of the country’s 
overriding problems as it struggles 
to stretch limited water supplies to 
meet the need for more water to 
further industrial and residential ex- 
pansion. 

“We are living in an era of scarci- 
ty of water,” says Naguib F. Said, a 
consulting engineer. “We must find 
a way to overcome this problem.” 
As a result, Egypt is irying to find 
new sources of water while at the 
same time conserving what it has. 

Mr. Said points out that Egypt is 
using 55 billion cubic meters of wa- 
ter per year, the maximum that can 
be taken from the country’s usual 
water sources — primarily the Nile, 
since rainfall is a scant few inches 
per year. 

This year the Nile is at normal 
levels, so the 55.5 billion cubic me- 
ters is adequate for the Egyptian 
population of 55 million. However, 
Mr. Said bissiary Ee Ῥοραιβαονν of 
Egypt is one ‘astesi-growing 
in the world, and by the year 2000 
there could be 70 million people in 
the country.

BUD, Indonesia — The simple, two- 

story Balinese bungalow where Arie 
Smit lives is an appropriate setting for bis 
paintings. Placed in a garden of frangipani. 
hibiscus and coconut hens the building is 
made of warm sed brick, timber and bamboo. 

There are cool ties on the floor and the 
roof is thickly thatched to ward off the tor- 
rential rains that pour down on Bali from 
time to time, keeping the island perennially 
lush and green.

Asie Smit arrived in Bali in 1956, 18 years 
after he ventured from the Netherlands to 
Indonesia. then the Dutch East Indies, as a 
young soldier. in Batavia, cow Jakarta, he 
partly fulfilled an artistic yearning by train- 
ing as a chromo-lithographer in the topo- 
graphical service of the colony. 

“I used to etch Balinese mountains onto

Affandi, who probably the best known 
Indonesian painter in international art cir- 
cles, died Wednesday at his home on Java. He 
portrayed the tropics as malevolent and bi- 
zarre. His landscapes and scenes of Indone- 
sian life are ἃ riotous profusion of brush 
strokes that suggest that nature and man are 
waging constant war against each other. 
Sunit’s vision is different, partly influenced 
ΤΥ τὰ μοῖν οἱ Beles ὃ σα πιὸ and partly by 
experience as a prisoner japanese in 
World War Π. 

The brutality and deprivation of those 
years helped to mold a philosophy. “‘No 
vrs wart’ we said after’ World War I. I 
gladly ally myself with vagueness, clusive- 
ness, fon, approximation.
